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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3, 6, 13, 46-48, 53 drawn to isolated nucleic acids, vectors, host 
cells, methods of detecting the nucleic acid, classified in class 536, 
subclass 23.1 , for example. 

II. Claim 4, 48, 53 drawn to polypeptides, classified in class 530, subclass 
350. 

III. Claim 5, 8, 48-51 , 53 drawn to an antibody and methods of making 
isolated hybridomas, classified in class 424, subclass 130.1 and 435/69.1. 

IV. Claim 7,14-15, 17-22, 28-35, 37-39, 57-58, 60-63, 65-66 drawn to 
methods of detecting polypeptides, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1. 

V. Claims 9-12, 14-15, 23-34, 36-39, 57, 59-62, 64-66 drawn to methods of 
detecting prostate cancer using nucleic acids, classified in class 435, 
subclass 6. 

VI. Claims 40-45, 52, drawn to methods of inhibiting and selecting 
compositions which inhibit prostate cancer, classified in class 514, 
subclass 2, for example. 

VII. Claims 54-56, drawn to inhibiting prostate cancer by altering expression of 
a gene, classified in class 536, subclass 24.5, 514/44. 
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It is noted that several claims may appear in more than one group. The claim will 
be examined to the extent that the claim is directed to the elected subject matter. For 
example, Claims 48, 53 are so broad that depending on whether the compounds and 
reagents include nucleic acid, polypeptides, antibodies, the claim would be examined to 
the extent that the claim reads upon the elected group. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

A) The inventions of Groups I, II, III are patentably distinct because they are 
drawn to different products having different structures and functions. The nucleic acid 
of Group I is composed of nucleotides linked in phospodiester bonds and arranged in 
space as a double helix. The polypeptide of Group II is composed of amino acids linked 
in peptide bonds and arranged spatially in a number of different tertiary structures 
including alpha helices, beta-pleated sheets, and hydrophobic loops (transmembrane 
domain). The antibody of Group III is also composed of amino acids linked in peptide 
bonds and arranged spatially in a very specific tertiary structure that allows that 
antibody to specifically bind to particular regions, i.e. epitopes, of the encoded 
polypeptide. Further, antibodies are glycosylated and their tertiary structure is unique, 
where four subunits (2 light chains and 2 heavy chains) associated via disulfide bonds 
into a Y-shaped symmetric dimer. Furthermore, the products of Groups I, II, III can be 
used in materially different processes, for example, the DNA of Group I can be used in 
hybridization assays, the antibody of Group III can be used in immunoassay, the 
polypeptide of Group II can be used to make fusion protein with an enzymatic function. 
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Consequently, the reagents, reaction conditions, and reaction parameters required to 
make or use each invention are different. Therefore, the inventions of Groups I, II, III, 
are patentably distinct from each other. 

B) Groups (I, III) and IV are patentable distinct inventions because the 
polynucleotides and antibodies of Group I, and III is not relied upon in the method of 
Group IV. Instead Group IV uses polypeptides. Therefore, the inventions are novel and 
unobvious over one another. 

C) Groups (II, III) and V are patentable distinct inventions because the 
polypeptides and antibodies of Group II and III is not relied upon in the method of Group 
V. Instead Group V uses polynucleotides. Therefore, the inventions are novel and 
unobvious over one another. 

D) Groups (I, II, III) and (VI and VII) are patentable distinct inventions because 
the polynucleotides, polypeptides and antibodies of Group I, II, and III is not relied upon 
in the method of Group VI, VIII. Instead Group VI uses compositions and VIII uses 
antisense. Therefore, the inventions are novel and unobvious over one another. 

E) The inventions of Group IV, V, VI, VII are patentably distinct methods 
because they each have different objectives, different uses, different reagents and 
different method steps. Therefore the methods are distinct over one another. 



3. Each sequence is patentably distinct because they are unrelated sequences, i.e. 
these sequences are unrelated because the protein encoded by these sequences differ 



Restriction Requirement Applicable to All Groups: 
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in structure and in function and in biological activity. A restriction is applied to each 
Group. For an elected Group drawn to amino acid sequences, the Applicants must 
further elect a single amino acid sequence. For an elected Group drawn to nucleotide 
sequences, the Applicants are permitted to elect a single nucleic acid sequences (See 
MPEP 803.04). 

The claims contains over 1 135 individual, independent and distinct nucleotide 
sequences in alternative form. Accordingly, these claims are subject to restriction under 
35 U.S.C. 121 as outlined in 1 192 O.G. 68 (November 19, 1996). 

Nucleotide sequences encoding different proteins are structurally distinct 
chemical compounds and are unrelated to one another. These sequences are thus 
deemed to normally constitute independent and distinct inventions within the meaning of 
35 U.S.C. 121. Absent evidence to the contrary, each such nucleotide sequences are 
presumed to represent an independent and distinct invention, subject to a restriction 
requirement pursuant to 35 U.S.C. 121 and 37 CFR 1.141 et seq. 

Applicant is required to select one of the individual sequences for examination. 
The search of the selected sequence may include the complements of the selected 
sequences and, where appropriate, may include subsequences within the selected 
sequences (e.g., oligomeric probes and/or primers). 



Should applicant traverse on the ground that the nucleic acids are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evident or identify such evidence now of record 
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showing the species to be obvious variant or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 03(a) of the other inventions. 



4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by the different classifications and their 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 



5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i).
